The Speaker took the Ckair at three 
o'clock. 

The notice being called of Mr. Ifartroaff's 
motion for a Committee of ihe Whole lo con. 
sider Ihe laws regulating lo tbe manufacture of 
and tire traffic in Intoxicating Liquors, with a 
view to devise more efficient means for tbe 
suppression of Intemperance. ' 

Mr. Hartman said Ihat as many Upper Can- 
ada menbers bad not srrircd, sioce tbi bouse 
met after the recess, he would postpone his 
motion, as he wished to have it discussed in a 
full bouse. He would therefore set iU down 
for Wednesday nexi. 

Mr. Hartman enquired of Ihe ministry 
when the copies of contracts for certain roads 
id (be couoty of York, ordered by the house 
a month ago, would be brought dona. 

Hon. Mr. Csrtier ssid that be had private- 
ly informed the hon. member that the doeu 
ment which was specified in the motion, could 
not be found in the office of tbe Commission- 
er of Public Works, but that possibly il might 
be found in the Inspector General's depart- 
ment. The Government were now trying to 
find Ihe document, and if any one was lo be 
blamed it was ihe hon. member himself, for 
indicating the wrong deparlment. 

Mr. Hartman denied that he was responsi- 
ble for the delay of Ihe Gorernment in send- 
ing down tbe paper. Having been informed 
by the Provincial Secretary ihat it would be 
found in the Inspector General's department, 
be had gone there a week ago, and found that 
nothing had been done, although the document 
was somewhere iu the office, lie wished to 
know wheu the house would be put iu poses- 
sion of it. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (Glengary) said it 
was very important Ihat the document should 
be forthcoming, and he could not subsctibe to 
the doctrine that his hon. friend behind him 
(Mr, Hartman) was bound to search tha pub- 
lic departments for it. It was the duty of the 
Government to find it. 

The matter then dropped, there being no 
question before the chair. 

Mr. Cauchpn moved the third reading of 
the bill to render the Legislative Couucil elec- 

Mr. Drummond had supported the bill wilh 
hesitationYbut was convinced that Ihe Couu- 
cil needed reconstruction, and he hoped and 
lieljeved Ihe hill would pass the Upper House. 
He trusted ihat this would be the last organic 
change in- the Constitution. If any attempt 
were made to. force representation by popula- 
tion upon Lowar Canada, it would oblige Low, 
•r Canadians to look for a new slate ol polit- 
ical esistance— he did not mean separation 
from the empire, but a federal union of all Ihe 
Provinces, which in his opinion ought not to 
take place until asocial aod commercial union 
had been first brought about. 

Mr. J. S. McDonald said Ihe question of 
changes in the Constitution might safely be left 
to the people. If the government carried this 
measure through the Upper House, they would 
deserve Ihe thanks of Ihe country. 

Mr.Felton moved his amendmr-nt for the 
purpose of giving additional members to the 
British .population of Lower Canada. 

Mr. Cauchon opposed the amendment ; he 
svas opposed to representation by origin — it 
might as well be ssid Ihere should be repre- 
sentation according lo creed. The British 
population was fully represented. 

Mr. Terrell supported the'araendinent. 

Mr. Ferres did not advocate representation 
by population, but he tnou&lit the British Ca- 
nadian population ought to be belter represent- 
ed in the Council. 

Mr. Kbodes did not think Ihe amendment 
necessary* 

Mr. Drummond deprecated jealousies on ac- 
count of origin. If Ihe bill were found to 
act unfairly, it might be hereafter amended, if 
the neat census should show on increase in any 
particular locality. 

Mr. Belliiigham said there were many sec- 
tions of Lower Canada where Ihe British pop- 
ulation was not in the least represented, aud if 
their claims were not recognized, evil conse- 
quences might ensue. 

Mr. Sanborn supported the amendment. 
Every effort ought to bt made to prevent ill- 
feelings ariiiug between different classes of the 
population. He was opposed to aoy dissolu- 
tion ol the Union between Upper and Lower 
Canada. He supported the bill as a movement 
adverse lo reasonable government, which lie 
did not think adapted to Canada, as it produc- 
ed unwoilhy compromises of principle amongst 
members of that House. 

Mr. Dorion said that Ihe British population 
of Lower Canada had had rather more tlmn 
their share of representation. Six of Ihe 
proposed divisions in the bill i would return 
members of British origin. The French of 
Montreal had more reason to complain of the 
bill than *ny body else, Bui he nonld sup- 
ort the bill notwithstanding, although It* be- 
eved that it could not be final, because the 
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whole Council ought to be elective. 

Mr. Lorsnger said that the French 
dians had no prejudices on account of origin, 
and they would not submit to any inequality of 
privileges. 

Mr.Felton contended Ual Ihe Brilistt inhab- 
itants of Lower Canada would have but four 
representatives under the bill, while they were 
entitle d to eight. 

Mr. J. B. K. Dorion supported the amend- 

ment. >, 
The amendment was lost— yeas 23 ; nays 

54. 

Mr. Felton then moved his second amend- 
ment, giving an additional councillor to 
Drutnmond, Arlhabiska,Richmandand Wolfe, 
Coinnton,'StaDitead and Sherbrooke town. 
The French Canadian constituencies were giv- 



en one councillor to 37,000 inhabitants, while 
tbe British had hut one to 00,000. 

Mr. Foley said if an additional member 
were given to' Lower Canada, Upper Canada 
must bave one also. * 

Lost without division, 

Mr. Somervilte moved an amendment to 
change the boundaries of two of the elec- 
toral divisions, so a$ to give an additions! 
member to the British population of Lower 
Canada, 

Lost nilhoul division. 

Mr. J. B. K. Dorion proposed an amend* 
ment changing the electoral division, so as'lo 
separate certain townships from seignories 
with nlrich he said they had no interest in com- 
mon. 

Lost— yeas 25— pays G2. a 

Mr. Ilarlman said he had hitherto support, 
ed the bill through alt its stages to Ihe best of 
his humble ability, and. although Ihere were 
many objectionable features in the Bill, he hid 
been disposed to forego his objections to these, 
rather than lose the bill. He had wavered 
somewhat between two opinion*, whether to 
lake Bill with all its defects, or to reject it tn 
the hope of getting one with fewer defects. 
But, alter hearing the speech of the Attorney 
General East Ihis afternoon, he could no long- 
er waver. That hen. gentleman broadly stat- 
ed that, tf Representation by population was 
forced on Lower Canada, she must >cck some 
new state. of political esistance. Thai, being 
the doctrine of the hon. gentleman, might be 
the doctrine of the large body of Lower Ca- 
nadians wilh whom. he actsd, and of the Gov- 
ernment, ai the head of which or nearly so, he 
now stood. If then the Government was ile- 
terrniecd as Gorernment that KepresuUtior. by 
1'opulation should be resisted, anuVthat, if for- 
ced by the house, they would advocate as the 
next step either a dissolution of the present 
union, or an extension of il, so as to embrace the 
whole Provinces of British America— if this 
was their position, lie must say that rather titan 
submit to (he connection' between Upper and 
Lower Canada conliuuin^ without Uepreseii' 
talioit by Population, he would submit to the 
constitution of tbe. Upper House being kepi 
as it now was. (Hear, hear.) He. believed 
Ihe evils they now laboured under were fewer 
aud lighter than would be inflicted on the sys- 
tem foreshadowed by the speech of Ihe At- 
torney General. He therefore moved in 
amendment,— 

"That Ihe bill be not r<ad a third time, 
but Ihat it be recommitted with a view to ar- 
range the electoral divisions sobs to* embrace 
within each os'nearly as practicable, ffn equal 
population and without regard to the dividing 
line between Upper and Lower Canada. 1 ' He 
did not expect that Ihis amendment would be 
carried to-night. The government of course 
would resist it, and they bad the power to 
throw it out. But after the manly and hon- 
est declaration of the Attorney General East, 
he hoped they should have an equally manful 
and honest declaration from every olher mem- 
ber of the government, and from Ihe govern- 
ment as a whole, whether they were prepar- 
ed to lake as their standpoint, that if Upper 
Canada wns determined lo demand Represen- 
tation bv Population, we must look for some 
new political stale of txistauce. It was unne- 
cessary after all the discussion that had taken 
place, to multiply words, but he wished to put 
his views on recoid. He could not say as 
some olher hon. gentleman had said, that il 
his motion as negalived he should still vo'e 
for the bi'l. After Ihe declaration of the At- 
torney General, he would not feel juktifted in 
voting for the bill, unless this amendment was 
carried. (Hear, hear.) 

Attorney General MacDoiiald.— We aU 
know that the hon. gentleman was never heart- 
ily in foror of the measure. (Order.) Bui, 

perhaps the hon. gentleman may change again, 
as his hon. friend from Montreal, (Mr. Dor« 
ion,) did a little while ago on the question of 
the independence of the Judges. (Order ?) 

Mr. Murncy. — I think the boo. gentle- 
man has as good a right to change hi* mind, 
as hare the hon. gentlemen who occupy the 
Treasury Benches, and particularly as good a 
right as the gentleman who has chosen to gel 
up and use tvords of gibbing insolence to ihe 

hon. meiober who moved Ihe amendment. 
(Order !) I do not rise to express my oppo- 
sition to this measure, but 1 must say that I 
look with alarm on the declaration of Ihe 
Attorney General I£ast, made in his speech of 
this day. (Hear, hear.) I feel that we are 
at a most alarming crisis. Not only is the 
constitution of our coyntiy about to becbang* 
ed, but Ihe Attorney General has told us that 
Lower Canada is at Ibis moment looking out 
for a state of political existence. (No I no 1) 
Most decidedly those were the words which 
fell from him. So I understood him, and so 
I understand him still, and I take that as the 
declaration of the Government. (Ilea 
henrg 

Attorney General Drummond.— The hon. 
gentleman has misrepresented my words. 1 
did not say Ihat Lower f^atiada was looking 
out for another stale of political existence, 
but I said this, ond 1 repeat it emphatically, 
and if the people of Lower Canada do not 
entertain Ihe same opinion, let their represen- 
tatives in this house get up and disclaim 
it— I say that ' if Representation by 
Population is forced upon us, and the 
federal principle which binds us together 
is to be destroyed, then tho people of Lower 
Canada will feel thesmselves compelled to seek 
for another state of political existence. 

Mr. Murney.— I appeal .to this house wheth- 
er 1 have mistaken the hon. gentleman. He 
lays ihat, if Representation by Population is 
iutroduced, the people of Lower Canada must 
seek for a new state of political existence. 
Then, I say, Mr. Speaker, that Represents- 
lion, by population is perfectly irresistible. 
(Hear, bear,) He say* Ibey are going lohave 
a new slate of political exislance.
